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CHICAGO STUNNED BY FIRST-ROUND EXIT, DOESN’T PLAN 2020 BID

Thousands of people stood in bewildered 
silence in downtown Chicago on Friday after 
the International Olympic Committee elimi- 
nated the city from the race for the 2016 
Summer Olympics in the first round of voting. 

The stunning vote in Copenhagen was car- 
ried on huge TV screens set up in Daley Plaza 
to host what many believed would be a celebra- 
tion. The choice of Chicago as the host city had 
seemed so likely to many still basking in the 
glow of hometown Sen. Barack Obama’s elec- 
tion as president. 

Instead, Chicago was bounced in the first 
round, bringing an audible gasp from the 
crowd. The elimination came so quickly— more 
than an hour before the final announcement— 
that people were still excitedly talking among 
themselves when IOC President Jacques 
Rogge announced: “The city of Chicago, hav- 
ing obtained the least number of votes, will not 
participate in the next round.” 

Many weren’t sure what Rogge had said, and 
turned to one another to ask. Some just stood 
for a few minutes, staring at the screens. 

Within seconds, people began filing out of 
the plaza, though many stayed to see Rio de 
Janeiro ultimately chosen as the winner. 

Olympian Ambrose “Rowdy” Gaines IV, who 
had been master of ceremonies, came out again 
to comfort the crowd. 

“It’s all right to feel sadness. It’s all right to 
feel shock. It’s all right to even be disgusted,” 
he said. “But this is a great city and we’re good 
sports,” Gaines said. 

Mayor Daley who had derided the Olympic 
selection process before throwing his weight 
behind a Chicago bid in 2005, was counting on a 
win to boost Chicago’s economy and reinvigorate 
his own standing. The quick loss represents an 
embarrassment of international and local dimen- 
sions for a mayor who has dominated the city 
landscape and is used to getting what he wants. 

Addressing reporters in Copenhagen, 
Daley threw cold water on the idea of another 
Chicago bid. 

“I’m disappointed, but you go on with your 
life,” Daley said. “It’s already in this hemi- 
sphere, with Rio, and it would not make sense 
for an American city to try again in 2020. “It’s in

this hemisphere and they have to move some- 
where else.” 

Daley said he had no prouder moment than 
listening to First Lady Michelle Obama’s speech 
to the IOC. 

“We’ve come on a long journey, and the city 
is better for it,” Daley said. Asked if he’d shed 
tears, he first said no before adding, “Sure, you 
have tears, you’re disappointed. I love my job. 
Chicago really shined here.” 

Back in Chicago, under the big top at 
Washington Park, contortionists and clowns 
warmed up before the Universoul Circus, which 
was hosting a viewing party near the proposed 
Olympic stadium. 

A man in a Bears jacket made a slashing 
motion on his neck. 

“It’s over,” he said. 

“I’m shocked,” said Natalie McKnight, 29. 
“I thought with Barack being the chief spokes- 
man, we were going to get it.” 

But she wasn’t disappointed— she feared 
Olympic construction would displace residents 
and shut down a park she uses for biking. 

“The hoopla is good. The hype is good. But I 
thought the citizens of Chicago were going to 


pay,” she said, echoing the sentiments of many 
in the neighborhood. 

The mood was decidedly more upbeat in 
Rio, where nearly 50,000 people cheered in 
celebration when the city was announced as the 
winner, jumping and shouting in a Carnival-like 
party on Copacabana beach. 

The decision puts the Games in South 
America for the first time. 

As he took a break from his job as a meat serv- 
er at Chicago’s Brazzaz Brazilian Restaurant, 
Lucas Ritt, 22, waxed over the possibilities for 
his home country, for new jobs and revived eco- 
nomic development. 

“It’ll be awesome,” said Ritt, a native of 
southern Brazil who came to Chicago about 
two years ago and plans to be in Rio for the 
Games in seven years. “This means a lot of 
jobs, a lot of money and for people who speak 
English? Who knows?” 

Chicago bid chairman Patrick Ryan said 
pursuing the Games was worth it even though 
Chicago lost in the first round. 

“I don’t want to call it trouble. We introduced 
Chicago to the world,” he said. “We’re sorry we 
didn’t bring home a victory”

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Obama: 
Worth 
the effort 


Chicago’s first-round knockout in the voting for 
the 2016 Olympic Games presents a serious loss 
of face to President Obama, who staked person- 
al as well as political capital on the city’s bid. 

Obama, who originally placed a priority on 
passage of health-care reform over a trip to 
Copenhagen, was returning to the U.S. from the 
International Olympic Committee voting site as 
his hometown was tossed out of consideration. 

Obama is “disappointed” but doesn’t regret 
putting so much on the line to argue for it, his 
chief spokesman said Friday 

Talking to reporters aboard Air Force One 
as Obama and his wife, Michelle, flew back to 
Washington, Robert Gibbs said Obama “feels 
obviously proud of his wife for the presentation 
that she made.” Michelle Obama had gone to 
Copenhagen ahead of her husband and had lob- 
bied hard for the Summer Games to be brought 
to her hometown and his adopted hometown. 

‘Absolutely,” Gibbs replied, when asked 
whether Obama was glad he’d made such a 
large commitment to lobbying for the Games. 
He said the president “would never shy away 
from traveling anywhere, talking to anyone 
about this country” 

Gibbs said Obama got the news while watching 
TV alone in his quarters on the presidential jet. 

Nationally, Republicans pointed out that the 
September unemployment for the country had 
risen to 9.8 percent while the president was trying 
to bring jobs to Chicago “seven years from now” 

The defeat “means more in Chicago than it 
does in the nation,” said Princeton presidential 
scholar Fred Greenstein. “I think it’s a fairly 
small issue compared with health and whether 
the economy bounces back and whether the 
administration does something plausible in 
Afghanistan.” tribune, ap contributed.

Double duty

The scene: When trying a new brunch 
for the first time, we go out of our way 
to check preconceptions at the door. 

At Rustico Grill, a Mexican spot that 
slipped into the former Rustik space 
in Logan Square about a month ago, 
it was harder than usual. We’ve never 
had a bad meal— let alone a misstep of 
any kind— at Raul Arreola’s Lakeview 
B YOB Mixteco. So it was tough not to 
build up brunch at Rustico, where he’s 
also in the kitchen. 

It didn’t help that Rustico’s menu 
doesn’t do much to distinguish itself— 
the brunch lineup is nearly a duplicate 
of Mixteco’s, save for a few dishes 
(notably huevos Oaxaquenos and hue- 
vos capitalinos) and the addition of 
cocktails. But once you step into the 
place, it’s easy to shake off comparisons 
to the more humble Mixteco. The old 
Rustik space got a striking Mexican 
makeover, the crown jewel of which is 
an 8 -foot chandelier made with carved 
gourds. Stacked stone and earthy green 


hues occupy the walls, while throw pil- 
lows scattered along wooden benches 
create living room-level comfort. 

There’s also no comparison to 
Mixteco in terms of crowd. While you 
can almost always count on await at 
Mixteco, brunch here is quiet, though 
perhaps only because Rustico is still 
finding its feet and the neighborhood 
doesn’t yet know what it has. 

The cuisine: Arreola’s menu reads 
much as you might expect a Mexican 
brunch menu to read, listing classic 
egg dishes such as chilaquiles ($9) and 
huevos divorciados ($9) alongside more 
lunch-appropriate fare, including tacos 
($i3-$i5) and enchiladas ($i2-$i5). 

But not everything is as it seems. 
Arreola’s version of huevos Oaxaquenos 
($12) is not the scrambled, tomato- and 
chile-dependent take you sometimes 
see elsewhere, but rather a fantastic 
mushroom-and-Oaxacan cheese omelet 
smothered in dark mole. We weren’t 
sure how we’d use the soft house-made 
tortillas that landed on the table with 


our entrees until the omelet was nearly 
gone. Then it became abundantly clear: 
We’d be using them to sop up every last 
drop of that rich, smoky mole. 

The tortillas also came in handy as we 
neared the end of our huevos capitali- 
nos ($12), a dish of poached eggs over 
crunchy, black-bean-filled masa cups 
with juicy strips of grilled skirt steak 
on the side. The plate came doused in a 
tangy, slow-burning habanero-tomatillo 
salsa that begged to be savored. 


Rustico’s bar was mostly a disappoint- 
ment. The Pique ($7), an OJ- tequila-hot 
sauce concoction, was too pulpy and 
not at all spicy; the Flor de Jamaica 
($7), a hot-pink blend of hibiscus syrup, 
lime juice, tequila and club soda, was 
overwhelmingly tart. The simplest of 
the bunch, the bloody maria (basically 
a bloody mary, sub tequila for vodka) 
turned out to be the best.

The ruby slippers are at their

DVD ($70) and Blu-ray ($85)— that 
boasts a newly remastered glimpse 
at that merry old land somewhere over the rainbow 

“Oz’s” debut in Blu-ra/s high-definition format prompt- 
ed this latest makeover, which follows on the heels of the 
restoration seen on the 2005 DVD release. As exceptional 
as the picture was then, the clarity of this version dances 
darn close to flawless. 

This pristine rendering of one of the most beloved 
works in American cinema may be the biggest selling point 
of this collector’s edition, but it isn’t the only new element 
in the package. Out of the 16 (!) hours of bonus material, 4 
hours are brand new to this release, including a half-hour 
featurette about “Oz” director Victor Fleming; a look at 
the Munchkins’ receipt of a star on the Hollywood Walk 
of Fame in 2007; and— in the most welcome of these addi- 
tions— a sing-along track that posts the lyrics to all of the 
musical’s songs onscreen, thereby ensuring that viewers 
can “ding” and “dong” about the witch being dead while 
they watch the movie. 

The special features carried over from 2005, while redun- 
dant for anyone who already has that DVD, will be consid- 
ered comprehensive and entertaining. In other words, when 
the great and powerful Oz has spoken in Dolby digital audio 
on a remastered Blu-ray disc, it’s tough not to listen.

Alice Waters and Chez Panisse

Take one Francophile with an astonishingly refined palate. Add a dash of 
romantic whimsy, a streak of perfectionism, an obsession with fresh seasonal 
food and a cavalier disregard for finances. What you get, says author Thomas 
McNamee, is a romantic, improbable food revolution that changed the way 
Americans eat and restaurants operate. Slow food? Farm to table? It all 
began with Alice. And this book is a delight, a page turner that will leave you 
wondering how this madcap idea for a prix fixe restaurant, named after a 
fairly obscure French film character, ever got off the ground.

Moore is less in ‘Capitalism' 


Michael Moore is, of course, right about a lot of things in his new 
documentary, “Capitalism: A Love Story” 

The economic system is racked with problems. One of them is 
greedy, corrupt officials. It’s terrible when people lose their jobs 
and/or homes. Yet Moore, who once sought to unravel an issue while 
appealing to viewers’ minds, now is all over the place, trying to take 
down capitalism as a whole while substituting investigative reporting 
for cheap exploitation of people’s emotions. (He’s always zoomed in 
on the tears of subjects facing hard times, but here it doesn’t even 
necessarily support his point.) 

It’s disturbing to hear about pilots being paid so little they have to 
take second jobs walking dogs or donate plasma, and it’s always awful to 
hear stories of the little guy being crushed by the arrogant politician or 
corporation that’s only seeking power and profit. 

But Moore has become little more than a performance artist, 
wasting time trying to talk to CEOs (seriously, does he really expect to 
be let in the front door at this point?) when he should be thinking of 
solutions. 

What we need are facts and ideas, not a filmmaker adding exclama- 
tion points to a list of things we already know.

Terror tourism 


Massive haunted houses are scaring up national reputations

TOLEDO, Ohio The towering stonewalls of the Gothic 
prison are scary enough in the daytime. 

Some say it looks like Dracula’s castle. 

Now add a crisp, moonlit evening, and mix in 50 
demons and devils breaking out of rusted cells and it 
becomes the perfect setting for a haunted house. 

“You can’t get any more creepy than this,” said 
Myron St. John, who’s in charge of terrorizing the 
former Ohio State Reformatory in Mansfield. “It’s 
like doing a haunted house on a $20 million movie 
set.” 

Not even Hollywood can match the haunted 
houses. 

Big-budget special effects, elaborate sets and 
exotic locations are turning what once were neigh- 
borhood haunts into weekend destinations for those 
who love to scream. 

In New Orleans, there’s an old mortuary sur- 
rounded by cemeteries and the city’s iconic above- 
ground tombs. 

Old Tucson Studios in Arizona transforms from 
a movie set for Westerns to the spooky town of 
Nightfall where a haunted mine and heckling gar- 
goyles are certain to startle and delight in the desert. 


And there’s a pair of haunted houses in Kansas 
City, Mo., that end with terrifying slides, one drop- 
ping visitors five floors down into the devil’s arms. 

“For us, it’s a true theatrical production, but the 
applause comes in the form of screams,” said Amber 
Arnett-Bequeaith, whose family operates four 
haunted houses within a few blocks on the edge of 
downtown Kansas City 

Antique tractors take customers on hay rides 
to the different attractions where 150 actors roam 
about. 

Animals play a role too— there are pythons and 
an anaconda at The Edge of Hell, and a live alligator 
inside the Beast. Watch out for the headless horse- 
men galloping on the streets outside. 

Just within the last five years, haunted houses 
have become much more elaborate with innova- 
tions in technology, said Billy Messina, co-owner of 
Netherworld in Norcross, Ga., near Atlanta. 

It’s not unusual to find people working on the 
attractions who have worked in movies with special 
effects and costumes. 

“We have giant animatronic monsters that are 20 
feet tall,” he said. “People are used to seeing this at 
the movies. They want to see it here.”

IF YOU GO... 

» Tickets: Some haunted 
houses have a limited 
number of tickets so 
it pays to check in 
advance. Weekend nights, 
especially those close to 
Halloween, can get very 
crowded. Waits can be as 
long as two hours at the 
most popular haunts. 

» What to wear: 
Comfortable shoes-heels 
don’t work while running 
from ghosts. Make sure 
cell phones and glasses 
are secure too. 

» Tips: The people behind 
the masks say that the 
more you scream, the 
more they come after 
you. And wearing glowing 
necklaces might make 
you feel safer, but it just 
makes a better target for 
the monsters.

ANNAPOLIS, Md. Since last spring’s detection of 
the H1N1 virus, hogs have gotten a bad rap. 

Because of the misnomer “swine flu,” some 
people believe the virus can be contracted 
from eating pork. 

But farmers are worried that humans are the 
ones who will spread the virus to pigs, whether 
on a farm or at the county fair. 

Pork producers remain “concerned that 
people think pigs have [the H1N1 virus] and 
[that] they’re going to give it to humans,” said 
Tom Hartsock, a former pig farmer and associ- 
ate professor emeri-

tus of animal science 
at the University of 
Maryland, College 
Park. “When in real- 
ity, it’s probably the 
other way around.” 

Although the virus 
has not been detect- 
ed in swine herds in 
the U.S., it has been 
detected in pigs 
elsewhere. In May, 
the Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency 
announced the 
infection of a herd 
in Alberta, likely 
exposed to the virus 
from a Canadian 
recently returned 
from Mexico. 

Ken Bauer, a third-generation hog farmer 
who raises breeding stock and show pigs in 
Woodbine, Md., worries about his herd con- 
tracting H1N1. Because of shows, he and his 
herd are “intermingling with other people and 
other pigs all the time.” 

Nevertheless, his “herd health is as high 
as [he and his veterinarian] can make it.” To 
protect his pigs from disease, he takes “every 
measure that is available,” from disinfecting 
his shoes before he enters a barn to reserving a 
separate building in which outside visitors can 
view his pigs. 

For most commercial hog farmers, protect- 
ing swine herds from disease is nothing new. 

“Most swine farmers ... were careful about 
bio-security long before H1N1 became an issue 
because pigs are subject to a number of conta- 
gious diseases that can be carried by humans 
and also, of course, carried by other pigs,” 
Hartsock said.
